ALSO EMPHASIZED SOUTH AFRICA'S INTEREST IN GETTING ALL

- BOTHA ASKED VANCE AND OWEN FOR CERTAIN CLARIFICATIONS

REJECT OR ACCEPT THE PLAN AT THIS TIME. 
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- TALKS WITH BOTHA WERE TERMED "VERY POSITIVE" BY HIGH

- IN SALISBURY VANCE AND OWEN WILL URGE RHODESIAN GOVERN- 
MENT NOT TO REMAIN ADAMANT AGAINST TALKING TO THE GUERRILLA 
LEADERS. 

- IN DAR MUGABE AND NKOMO AGREED TO PARTICIPATE IN AN ALL- 
PARTY CONEERENCE, BUT THEY ALSO OEEERED NEW PROPOSALS THAT 
COULD NOT BE ACCEPTABLE TO THE SALISBURY REGIME. 

- VANCE AND NKOMO TRIED TO EMPHASIZE THE POSITIVE RESULTS, 

BUT THEY WERE UNDERCUT AN HOUR LATER AT MUGABE'S PRESS CON- 
EERENCE. MUGABE REVEALED THAT THE PATRIOTIC FRONT WAS DE- 
MANDING THE DOMINANT ROLE IN ANY TRANSITION GOVERNMENT AND

- THIS WAS THE SECOND FRAGMENT OF ENCOURAGEMENT VANCE AND 
OWEN HAVE RECEIVED; THE OTHER WAS THE AGREEMENT OF NKOMO 
AND MUGABE TO ALT .-PARTY MEETING. BUT THE PATRIOTIC FRONT 
LEADERS DEMANDED CONTROL OF INTERIM EXECUTIVE COUNCIL AND 
MILITARY FORCES DURING THE TRANSITION. 

- VANCE AND OWEN HAD SERIOUS DISCUSSION HITH BOTHA ABOUT 
NAMIBIA - ONE OF THE MOST CONSTRUCTIVE DIPLOMATIC EX- 
CHANGES BETWEEN SOUTH AFRICA AND THE US IN YEARS. 

- BOTHA SAID SOUTH AFRICA WOULD NOT WITHDRAW UNTIL GENUINE 
CEASEFIRE IS GUARANTEED. VANCE AGREED THAT BOTHA HAD RAISED 
LEGITIMATE QUESTIONS ABOUT THE WESTERN PLAN FOR NAMIBIA. 

- US ADMINISTRATION WANTS TO PROMOTE ORDERLY TRANSITION 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. IN BROADER TERMS IT WANTS TO LIMIT 
SOVIET/CUBAN INFLUENCE. OFFICIALS SAY THAT USE OF AMERICAN

ANCHOR: SECSTATE VANCE AND EOREIGN SECRETARY OWEN ARE IN 
SALISBURY, RHODESIA THIS MORNING MEETING WITH IAN SMITH 
AND THE THREE MODERATE BLACK LEADERS WHO NOW FORM RHODES- 
IA'S GOVERNMENT. VANCE AND OWEN WILL HAVE ANOTHER GO AT 
TRYING TO PERSUADE HIM TO BUY THE AMERICAN BRITISH PLAN

OE THE ANGLO-AMERICAN DELEGATION'S UNCERTAIN EXPECTATION IS 
THIS - THAT IE THE UNITED STATES WERE ABLE TO DEPART 
PROM HERE LATER TODAY WITHOUT A PLAT REJECTION, EVEN THAT 
WOULD LEAVE VANCE PEELING ENCOURAGED. ANOTHER INDICATOR 
UNCLASSIPIED

LEADERS ON THE COUNCIL SAYS THAT HE IS CONVINCED THT THE 
UNITED STATES AND BRITAIN ARE BIASED IN PAVOR OF THE
